Senate keeps controls 
on assault weaponry

WASHINGTON — The Senate, 
responding to appeals from police, 
voted Wednesday to maintain 
restrictions on nine semiautomatic 
weapons as part of omnibus crime 
legislation. 

"There arc too many bullet holes 
in blue suits. There arc loo many 
women weeping over coffins. There 
arc. too many children without 
fathers," ' said Sen. Dennis 
DcConcini, D-Ariz. 

The 52-48 vote cumc as a sharp 
“defeat — for— the— National— Rifle 
Association, which had lobbied to 
kill the curbs in the wide-ranging 
bill. Officials of the Fraternal Order 
of Police and other law enforcement 


groups had called on the Senate to 
support the restrictions. 

The Bush administration opposes 
the restriction's, which would bar the 
import of five foreign-made assault 
weapons and outlaw U.S. manufac- 
ture of four others,

important here not to over-dro- 
inali/e the nature of the problem. 
I'will'simplysay that ...‘ there 
- was nO'dangcr, but that the shells 
in question did not meet the very 
high standards that wc have. I 
don’t believe there was any 
cause for concern." 

He declined to go into details 
of what was done to correct the 
problems, .saying such matters

ters’ meeting. 

The bulk of U.S. nuclear shells 
arc in West Germany, with the 
remainder stockpiled in the 
Netherlands and Italy.

And it said special flight 
restrictions have been instituted 
pending review of the W-69 war- 
head on the short-range SRAM-A 
missile carried by some bomber air- 
crafr. 

The two warheads use the same 
volatile fuel that experts feared 
could explode in ccrtaiii accidents 
and set off the conventional explo- 
sives that trigger the nuclear ones. 

Those conventional explosives 
-surround a mass of plutonium and 
compress it from all sides to the 
point where the nuclear chain reac- 
tion begins, cousing a nuclear explo- 
sion in a split second. 

John C. Tuck, an acting assistant 
secretory at the Department of 
Energy, told, a congressional sub- 
committee Wednesday that his 
agency ‘‘is.satisfi^" that the W-79 
howitzer warhead is safe. He said 
the W-88,-a Trident missile war- 
head. “is a safe warhead” os well.

Drug-related deaths take dramatic drop 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Drug- 
rclntcd deaths dropped dramatically 
in the last three months of 1989 and 
were down obout 17 percent for the 
year, according to preliminary figures 
from medical examiners nationwide. 

The datajneon that drug abuse “is 
no longer spiraling wildly out of 
control," said David Tell, deputy 
chief of staff to William Bennett, the 
director of national drug control 
policy. 

However, Tell said that the good 
news will not translate into any 
reduction in the $10.6 billion the 


administration hopes to spend next 
year to fight the war on drugs. 

The number of drug mentions by 
medical examiners still remains 
higher than it was in 1987, according 
to the available statistics from the 
Notional Institute on Drug Abuse. 

Andrea Kopstein of NIDA 
cautioned Wednesday that the 
numbers don't necessarily mean the 
drug crisis has passed, for several 
reasons: 

• The ipedical examiner data used 
in the calculations won't be complete 
for another month. 


• The 1989 information docs not 
include Los Angeles because that city 
submitted data Inic, Iri 1988, Los 
Angeles was responsible for almost 
21 percent of medical examiner 
mentions of all drugs nationwide. The

Professors’ association censure had little impact on UI hiring 


MOSCOW (AP) — A study con- 
ducted os part of a doctoral project 
says the American Association of 
University Professore' censure of the 
University of Idaho had a "negligible 
influence" on faculty hiring the 3 
years the school bore the black mark. 

Steve Chandler, AAUP's secre- 
tary-treasurer at Ul, says he suspects 
Edward J. Lindahl’s findings are cor- 
rect. Meanwhile, Richard D. Gibb, 
UI’s former president,' contends the 
study’s conclusions confirm the be- 
liefs held by many of college deans . 
and department heads at UI during 


the censure. 

Last June, the AAUP's national 
.board voted to lift its 6-yeor cejnsure 
''of_thc University of Idaho after the 
school’s newly hired president, Elis- 
abeth A. Zinser, explained how she 
believed a financial emergency 
should be handled on campus. 

The group placed Ul.on its list of 
censured administrations in 1983 for 
the way administrators handled lay- 
offs in the College of Agriculture in 
1981. Eight tenured professors lost 
their jobs in 1981 after the Idaho 
Board of Education declared u finan- 


cial emergency in the college. 

In his doctoral dissertation, Lin- 
dahl, who is_a UI professor of mili-_ 
taiy science, cbnduded the AAUP’s 
censure made little, if any, difTcrence 
in the quality of full-time teaching 
and research faculty hired between 
Jan. 1, l986.undJunc 1989. 

“This conclusion follows since the 
faculty members hired during the pe- 
riod under .study came from a diverse 
group of major public and private 
universities,” he wrote, "Moreover, 
in general, the candidate pool was re- 
ported to be of suftlcient size to con- 


tain a good pool of candidates and a 
hi^h pcrcenloge of the candidates . 
within the pool .were reported to be 
qualified to hold faculty positions at 
the University of Idaho."

Where do 
you live? 

You spend most of your tiraejn one 
stale, but you have property aJuTperhaps 
business dealings in another state. Whose 
income taxes do you pay" 

The answer seems simple: The slate in 
which you live. But the answer isn’t that 
easy, os recent court coses demonstrate.

Some states, most notably New York, 


become more vigorous in recent years in 
challenging claims thot people do not 
owe them taxes because they have 
moved to another state. 

Unless you ore careful, you can find 

yourself amid a confusion oflawycrs, 

laws and expenses - all of which you 

„mny_wcll.cnd iip.pay^- 

A typical family will move once every 

five years or so. Usually, this is straighi- 
forward. When you move, you file state 
income taxes in the state where you for- 
merly lived only for the months you 
lived there. 

But what if your move isn’t a clean 
break? Perhaps you decided to keep your 
old home, to rent it out, or to wait until 
the slump in real estate prices pnds. You 
may choose to deal with the same securi- 
ties broker, investment adviser, and 
lawyer you’ve known for years. You 
. may still have dealings with a bank in 
your former home area. 

All of these things can be used by your 
old state in an erfort to establish, that 
while you arc physically elsewhere, you ' 
arc still a resident of your former home 
state. The situation becomes even worse 
if you'ore fortunate enough to have 
homes in two states, dividing your time 
between them. 

What criteria have the courts recog- 
nized in establishing residency? 

They include: 

Where your car is registered ond where 
your driver's license was Issued. 

Where you register to vote. 

Where you are on lists for selection for 
jury duty. 

Where vou bo to ch urch jtndjhe loca- 

tion of local chariticb'io which ybu'do; 
note. 

- The location of clubs and organiza- 

tions to which you belong. 

Where you do business. Tliis means 
the location of your bank account, your 
lawyer, your stockbroker and your finan- 
cial adviser. 

Where you seek mcdicaj andjlcntal

Where you own property. 

Where you keep family photographs, 
memorabilia and so on. 

Where, of course, you work. If you 
show up at a job each day, it will be dif- 
ficult to avoid paying at least some taxes 
in the state in which you work (presum- 
ing it is a state that has income taxes). 
Stales generally have a provision for re- 
duced taxes for those who live in one 
state and work in another, os is common 
in border areas and in the small slates of 
the Northeast. < 

It's a surprisingly common problem 
and is likely to become more so os cash- 
strapped states seek to employ new 
methods to increase their riches. As 
some slates dig deeper for revenue, it be- 
comes more feasible to pursue funds that 
may have been overlooked before.

A. A cathedral ceiling is very 
attractive, but it requires careful 
design and construction to be 
energy criicienl. Often, there arc 
. moisture problems in thewimer-.. 
and overheating in the su mmer... 

The key to building a room 
' with an cncrgy-cfficicnt colhe- 
dnil ceiling is providing odc- 
quatc vcnlilation between the 
insulation und the roof sheath- 
ing. This allows for cooling and 
moisture control. It can also 
prolong the life of the shingles. 

One effective method is to 
use 2xl2 roof rafters (actually 
1 1-1/4 inches high.) Ifyoulay 
R-30, 9-inch-lhick fiberglass 
. bait insulation in between the 
rafters, thi.s leaves a 2-inch oir 
gap above it for ventilation. 

Another option is to null )- 
inch thick rigid foam board in- 
sulation under the rafters.

You should put the 4 to 6 ounces 
of oil in the tank when the fuel level 
is low, then fill up. This is tlic 
cheapest way around the problem 
for this type of vehicle.

93 octane. 

If you own an older, high-horse* 
power engine with a four-barrel car- 
buretor, try having a mechanic ad- 
vance the spark timing 3 to 5 dc- 

grees. If you hear *'pinRing” or 

”sp^"laiocI;“ after rc-timpig 
switch to premium unleaded. If the 
pinging still persists - you’ll hear it 
most under heavy acceleration — 
you may have to retard the liming 
slightly.- - ' — - -r 


In any case, do not drive a vehi- 
cle that pings. Expensive engine 
damage could result Also, ! do not 
reco mmend expensive fuel booster 
additives. They arc not necessary 
and some may actually hurt engines 
more than they help. 

The reason lead has been gradual- 
ly redubed from gasoline is because 
it pollutes the atmosphere. In older 
cars designed before the advent of 
catalytic converters, lead acted as a 
lubricant for the vehicle’s valves. 
Manufacturer's have since designed 
tougher valve components that 
don't need lead. 

The lead content in fuel has been 


gradually reduced and these days is 
half of 1 percent. As more and tnorc 
older cars die, and laws arc tough- 
ened, you con only expect leaded 
gas to get even harder to iThd.

OVERLAND PARK. Kan. (AP) 
— An NCAA committee has 
proposed a revenue sharing plan for 
distributing some of the SI billion 
CBS will pay over the qcxl seven 
years for rights to the Basketball 
tourriamenl. 

The formula, which the NCAA 
said would increase payments to 
schools by 58 percent to 250 
percent in the first year, was among 
12 rccommcndations*madc by a 
special committee to distribute 
money.

Payments to schools in the past 
have been based on how far they got 
in the tournament, a system that led 
to complaints Ihat-thc-traditional - 
basketball powers got richer at the 
expense of others.

Also, visitors should report any bear 
sightings or signs of bears to the nearest 
visitor center or rdhger station as soon as 
possible, said Barbee.

In the name of economy, the deportment 
is interested in getting more planted fish 
into ilic angler’s creel. 

"In many instances the return is 10 to 20 
percent and that is not good economics," 
Corsi said. "Under conditions like that, the 
department cost to put a limit into t^ fish- 


erman's creel for one trip would be greater 
than the cost of his fishing license." 

•• In addition, the department would be 
“redlining” those areas that, arc stocked so 
the angler ostensibly will know what his 
prey will be before he steps on the bank. 

lliere also is on anticipation that the final 
draft will reflect a lot of "trophy" rcstric- 
tions~getllng“lmo~lhc fcplnh’bns. This 
would cover bass, walleye and other 
species in addition to trout. ^ 

The recent Big Wood River/Silver Creek 
brouhaha probably will , make a lot of Re- 
gion 4 anglers very wary of “trophy regula- 
tions.”

People in Yellowstone Park, tliose be- 
hind the walls of the Old Faithful Inn, 
will love to hear the howling. TTiose 
walking out at night from a snowmobile 
breakdown mightn’t enjoy it as>much. 

We know the elk and the other animals 
in the park will enjoy being dragged 
down and their eviscrca tom oul and cot- 
en while they remain alive, aware and ter- 
ror— stricken, 

If we follow the logical conclusion of 
the "whole" ecosystem, then wc must In 
all good conscious immediately disavow 
such janapes as Jenner and Pasteur and 
Salk for ultimately disiroying those 
species that brought us the life-rounding 
challenges of smallpox, rdbies and infan- 



tile paralysis. Without those species to 
prey on our bodie.s, how can wc any 

longer consider ourselves rcally,thc chil’i 

dren of nature, the products of evolution. ' 
If whoever is in charge of evolution dc- ' 
cid^d wc didn’t need those germs and 
vittLScs. then he/shc/it would have caused 
us .10 evolve a remarkable immune sys- 
tem. Ergo, a cast-iron throat.

HiTrwaH“Aiichr‘a'Purduc'University'researcher who ' 
has studied wolves on Minnesota’s Isle Royale for 20 
years, says the government is obligated to reestablish the 
gray wolf "because it was port of the aboriginal fauna 
that we are committed to preserving, os nearly os possi- 
ble, in its primitive configuration."

Meeting Wednesday in Pocatello, Cat- 
tle A.s.sociati6n mcmtKrs discussed a bill 
Sen. James McClure introduced in (he 
Senate Tuesday that would allow the in- 
troduction of three breeding wolf pairs in 
Yellowstone and three more in the Frank 
Church River of No Return and Sclway- 
Bittcrrool’ wilderness areas and the 
Salmon Natioiuil Forest. 

McClure said the legislation was a 
compromise between full-blown wolf 
. reintroduction and the threat of conflict 


between the animal and stockmen. * 

But Cottle Association Prcsidcnt-cicct 
Dan Hammond of American Falls said 
the bill should insure wolf control outside' 
reintroduction areas remains in place. 

A number of ranchers expressed con- 
cern they would not be allowed to cxcr- 
cise p redat or co ntrol of wolvas straying, 
into their herds and destroying animals. 

"If wc don’t have that option, then 
wc’vc lost everything," Hammond said. 

Craig Gchrkc of the Wilderness Soci- 
ety’s Boise oftlcc, however, said ’preda- 
tor CDnlrol" is a euphemism for killing the 
animals. 

The Wolf Recovery Foundation Inc. of 
Boise, meanwhile, said McClure’s bill 
could well result in the extinction of 
wolves in Idaho. 

The measure would remove the ani- 


mal’s federal endangered species status if 
they leave the reintroduction breus, allow- 
ing state wildlife agencies to manage 
wolves outside specified boundaries. 

"Anyone with a grudge and a gun 
could kill a wolf outside the reintroduc- 
tion zone and face little consequence," a 
foundation press release said. 

The foundation also said wolves arc 
making a comeback on their own in Ida- 
ho and Montana through the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service's recovery plan. 
More than 600 wolf sightings have been 
reported in Idaho in the lost 10 years. 

McClure's bill ignores the service's re- 
covery plan "and would restrict wolves to 
a narrowly defined zone which is drawn 
outside many of the previous wolf sight- 


ings and includes little ungulate winter 
range critically necessary for the wolfs 
survival," the foundation said. - 

The Cattle Association’s public land 
and wildlife committees will rdView Mc- 
Clure’s legislation, and members said 
they would like to be included in negotia- 
tions on the wolf'rclntroduction Issue. 
Executive Vice President Gory Glenn 
said that should be no problem. 

• "1 think wc'll find wc'll definitely be 
asked." 

The Wolf Recovery Foundation, how- 
ever, said McCLurc’s bill “has been 
crafted from behind closed doors without ' 
meaningful public involvement, receiving 
input from a select group of livestock in- 
dustry interests.” •

Forever asks 
plan oWrhaul 

ST. PAUL. Minn. — Pheasants 
Forever, the notion's largest upland 
wildlife conservation group, is

- ■' For corpomiions, interest payments on 
borrowed money is a tax-deductible 
expense, but payment of dividends to 
shareholdos is not 

• Owners of common stock are taxed 
twice, first whra coipomtions pay taxes on 
profits and again when shareholders pay ' 
taxes' on dividends and capital gaii^. But 
interest on bonds is taxed only once, as 
income to the bondholder. 


'jiThe 1986 tax act raised the maximunv 
capital gains tax mte to 53 perceiit from 20 
pneent, while lowering the maximum rate 
on ordinary income including income from 
interest, to 33 peremt from SO percent 

This is the direction of corporate debt - 

• Non-fiiumcial corporate borrowing os a 
percentage of gross national product rose to 
67 percent last year from 47 percent 20 
years earlier, and 39 percent 30 years ago. 

• In the 20 years through 1989, the ratio 
of interest expense to corporate earnings 
more than doubled to 40 percent. 

• In the late 1980s, half of all funds raisdd 


by non-flnancial corporations came from 
debt issues, with the other 50 percent from 
equityofferings. 

Why debt was encouraged by the tax law 
in corporate matters while discouraged 
elsewhere in the economy is one of the 
mysteries of so-called tax refor^. Junk 
bonds and their collopse can be traced 
directly to it. •. 

Other techniques for ovcrlcvcroging that 
preceded the savings and loan crisis have 
their roots in tax- low. That has led to a self- 
impost tight money policy by bonks, high 
interest rates and a sluggish economy.
